Here are the talking points on the Mitchell Settlement. I've also included the link to the 
City Atty website which has additional details about the relevant cases. 

Attached is the settlement agreement in Mitchell (no attachment here), which was filed along with a 
request to dismiss the case. Once the dismissal is entered, the broad injunction currently limiting 
the City's actions will be lifted. The settlement will last for three years, and applies to the Skid Row 
area of downtown that was the subject of the lawsuit and injunction. Under the settlement, the City 
may, among other things: 

• Address any immediate threat to public health and safety, including threats related to 
homeless encampments; 

• Conduct noticed cleanings under Operation Healthy Streets; 

• Enforce time restrictions on erected tens in public spaces and enforce most other 
provisions of LAMC 56.11; 

• Remove larger, bulky items, such as couches, mattresses, dressers, refrigerators, 
wooden pallets and the like; 

• Enforce the Americans With Disabilities Act on public streets and sidewalks; 

• Perform appropriate outreach to persons experiencing homelessness; 

• Seize property consistent with the Fourth Amendment and its exceptions, including 
the Community Caretaking doctrine; and 

• Perform routine trash and sanitation services 

Under the settlement, absent an immediate threat to public health and safety, the City may not: 

• seize property that exceeds 60 gallons in volume (outside of a noticed cleaning) NOTE: 
There is no 60 -gallon rule in the Mitchell injunction area 

In addition, the City will pay $645,000 in attorneys' fees, costs and damages. 

In sum, the settlement provides the City the authority and flexibility it needs to address health and 
safety issues related to homelessness in the area covered by the agreement, and avoids the 
stricter limitations imposed by the court's injunction on the City's ability to clean and protect its 
public areas.

Tera’s situation qualifies her for item 1, 3, and 5.

Outreach and prevention means to “go out to the 
people”. 

Also, if you are all really interested in strengthening the CES, why don’t you refer Tera to one of the 
other SPA 8 organizations to help her. I know for a fact that over 10 nonprofits in SPA 8 were 
awarded a total of more than $10 million to help the homeless and prevent homelessness. Every

I know these 
organizations have funding for vehicles because I've seen them drive to encampments and I know 
they take individuals to view housing, on occasion. When I volunteer to help people, I lose a day of 
pay, I pay for my own gas (btw I live 50 miles away from Harbor City), and take the time out of MY 
day to help people I know who are trying to better their lives. Tax payers should not be doing the 
jobs of those who are paid to provide the services. The county just announced $460 Million to 
assist the homeless and prevent homelessness. People wonder why the system is failing, Harbor 
Interfaith is just one organization of MANY (Tera and I have a lot of proof) that these organizations 
do not help people as expected. Tax payers wonder why people are on the streets...this right here 
is one major reason. 

I am really fed up with how these nonprofits treat people and don’t do what is expected of them. If 
prevention is key, the cities and county needs to prove it! I’ve spoken to many leaders in the SPA 8 
location in the past, and no one takes these matter seriously. 

Can someone please take this case seriously...these little boys will be homeless soon and it’s by 
no fault of their mother. The system has failed her! She’s been trying to get help for the past 2 
years...when will the county finally listen to her calls! Must they die before someone cares.

Asking someone who has 2 small 
children and no car to come in, does not help. Outreach and prevention means to “go out to the 
people”. 

Also, if you are all really interested in strengthening the CES, why don’t you refer Tera to one of the 
other SPA 8 organizations to help her. I know for a fact that over 10 nonprofits in SPA 8 were 
awarded a total of more than $10 million to help the homeless and prevent homelessness. Every

I know these 
organizations have funding for vehicles because I've seen them drive to encampments and I know 
they take individuals to view housing, on occasion. When I volunteer to help people, I lose a day of 
pay, I pay for my own gas (btw I live 50 miles away from Harbor City), and take the time out of MY 
day to help people I know who are trying to better their lives. Tax payers should not be doing the 
jobs of those who are paid to provide the services. The county just announced $460 Million to 
assist the homeless and prevent homelessness. People wonder why the system is failing, Harbor 
Interfaith is just one organization of MANY (Tera and I have a lot of proof) that these organizations 
do not help people as expected. Tax payers wonder why people are on the streets...this right here 
is one major reason. 

I am really fed up with how these nonprofits treat people and don’t do what is expected of them. If 
prevention is key, the cities and county needs to prove it! I’ve spoken to many leaders in the SPA 8 
location in the past, and no one takes these matter seriously. 

Can someone please take this case seriously...these little boys will be homeless soon and it’s by 
no fault of their mother. The system has failed her! She’s been trying to get help for the past 2 
years. ..when will the county finally listen to her calls! Must they die before someone cares.

Here is a summary of the last conference call from June 13th. If I got anything wrong, please let me know, 
i 1. Population: The number of people remains at between 10 to 15 people. 


2. Service Provider Summary: About 5 people are working with the service providers: Since the last call of 5/23 
one person was matched a voucher and is working with a case manager (voucher would be a scattered site voucher for 
an apt, one more person had their info entered into CES and has a housing plan in place. 1 other person seemed open 
to working with a service provider. The couple with the dog is planning on moving out of town (and TPC can help them 

with bus or train tickets). TPC reports that everyone there knows about the rules for keeping tents down and the 
sidewalks clear. 


3. Efforts to keep the sidewalk clean: 

- Trash can was placed back on the sidewalk by Sanitation at the request of the City Attorney's Office. Per TPC the trash 
can has helped keep the encampment more clean (less trash). 

-TPC is going to offer the folks cleaning tools (brooms, dustpans, trash bags) etc. and reward them with gift cards if they 
do clean up. They will let us know how this goes Y 

4. City sponsored cleaning- there was one cleaning on June 10th. Sanitation impounded 2 unoccupied tents. 

5. Storage: the folks there are aware of the nearby voluntary storage program at El Pueblo. TPC says the bins are 


6. Enforcement: SLO Botello has been going out about three times per week but will increase that presence He 
has given out warnings before but will now start enforcement which could include an infraction ticket, a misdemeanor 
release from custody or a custodial arrest (meaning taking the person to jail for booking) for violations. SLO Botello will 
inform the group on the enforcement outcomes on the next conference call. He will flag any misdemeanor cases for DCA 
Tia Strozier so she can make sure to look at the cases for filing and, where appropriate, let TPC know of court dates so 

services can again be offered to the individual. Any infraction tickets are still able to be resolved in the Citv Attorney's 
Homeless Court program. J 

- SLO Botello also warned everyone to stay clear of the gate mid block. So far it looks like people are obeying that law 
and have not set up tents in front of the access gate. There are still some tents that are attached to the fence and SLO 
Botello will be addressing that. Some folks (2 tents or so) are complying with 56.11 and taking their tents down every 


We will discuss what stats we will be keeping on the next conference call. Our office would find it helpful to keep as 
muc:h info rma ti°n as possible on the people living there but that data can have names deleted etc. We are looking for the 
record keeping to keep track of what works and what doesn't with that particular population. 

LAPD will also keep track of the number of times they visit the encampment, outreach, and enforcement. 

Our next call will be Thursday, June 27th at 9 am.

Reminder that the purpose of 
the pilot is not to have anyone move to another street but instead to keep in compliance with the law and, hopefully 
move into shelter or housing. SLO Botello is going out there this week to warn people. 

4. Compliance: the tents are still up. The common reason from the folks living there about this was that the tents are so 
hard to take down and put back up. 

5. Storage: The storage near El Pueblo has open bins. Chrysalis will take a print out of a Clarity ID so the folks that 
don t have IDs there can use the storage nearby. 

6. Trash and Debris: TPC will work with the folks living there to have a clean up event (get them brooms, dustpans, etc 

and reward them with gift cards etc.) We discussed that there were no trash cans there. I called Sanitation and they said 
they have a policy of removing trash cans that are used to much... I asked if they could return the trash cans and 
increase the pick up to 4 days a week. They will do this but if TPC can get the folks there to help out and keep as much 
trash in the can as possible that would be great. We know it is a heavy pedestrian route so many people use the trash 
cans, not just the folks living there. I told SAN we can see how the trash cans are going in two weeks and adjust if 
necessary. If anyone else has ideas on this, please share. J

I am going to send out a summary of our phone call with The People Concern but wanted to highlight their ask of LAPD- 
they said they had done a lot of education and outreach to the 10 or so people who live there (they said there are about 
10 or more people who come in and out and "visit"). They have told everyone multiple times they need to keep their 
tents down during the day and the sidewalks clear. However, TPC notes that no one is really doing that. 

They asked if you all could go by there a few times next week to warn everyone there that LAPD is serious about having 
them keep the tents down and the sidewalks clear (LAMC 56.11 (10) (b) and 41.18). You can do what you normally do 
(warn, FI, etc.) and anything else you all see. 

Thanks so much and please let me know if you have any questions. 

I am also working on getting the trash can back there. Apparently, it was overflowing and too full all the time so then it is 
the policy of BSS to remove the trash can. go figure.

. Civic Center Cleanliness Respon se for Ongoing Outreach 


Ongoing efforts of outreach will include weekly check-ins with the Homeless Help Desk Kiosk. 
Currently, staff at the Homeless Help Desk Kiosk will contact outreach when someone is in need 
of shelter or request housing services. The Homeless Help Desk Kiosk now is equipped in giving 
bus tokens and referrals to homeless shelters for the private shelters in the Skid Row area. Civic 
Center outreach team (HET Downtown) will proceed after the El Pueblo outreach. Typically, 
during the rapid response which takes place Monday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday; outreach 
staff, LASAN personnel, and LAPD HOPE officers meet at Paseo Luis Olivares at 8;30am for 
briefing. Outreach is usually the first to make rounds and inform individuals that LASAN crews 
are nearby as well as educating about LA MC 56.11. Once completed, the same El Pueblo outreach 
team will make their way towards the Civic Center. Outreach teams will focus their outreach 
efforts near the old children’s museums where there was a report of 4-5 tents with 6-8 people. As 
well as near the Public Art “Triforium" where a reported 5 people stay on the benches of the public 
space. Outreach teams will outreach near the City Hall East and down at the mall as well as around 
Circle Park. Outreach teams have reported that a total of 12-16 tents are on the north side of the 
W. 1«. Outreach teams will focus their efforts on the north side of W. I» after the teams conclude 




outreach in Grand Park. Overall outreach will also include education of MC. 56.11 and the 
coordination with transporting individual's belongings to storage facilities such as The Bin. Teams 
will coordinate efforts with the UHRC as well as the SPA 4 lead coordinator. All outreach staff 


working m the area will attend case conferences which will coordinate on accessing 


resources such 


as Pemtanent Supportive Housing and other long term housing units for the highly acuity clients 


on the CES. Ongoing data metric reports from civic center will be generated among request.

NP and SLO met with Cornerstone, which is part of the SFV Community Mental Health Center and focuses on people 
who are homeless and suffering from mental illness. Cornerstone was doing outreach in the area near the VN Civic 
Center, and everyone was getting frustrated that the homeless people were telling outreach one thing and LAPD another. 


At the meeting, we decided the following: 

-Above all, LAPD wanted the tents down during the day. 

-Cornerstone would reinforce that message/requirement during outreach by making services dependent on following this 
rule. 

-If folks were taking the tents down (especially if they were also accessing services), Cornerstone would let LAPD know 
that, and LAPD would be hands off. 

-When asked if the CA's office could play any role, Cornerstone asked if we could help with people who had warrants and 
open misdemeanors, which is how Clean Slate started. Cornerstone would contact me with the name and d.o.b. of a 
client who said that he or she had warrants/open cases and was ready to address them. I'd run the person and get back 
to Cornerstone with what I found. If the client was willing, we'd pick a date for the client and the case worker to come to 
court and handle the case(s). 

Hope this write-up helps. LMK how it goes at 1st and Spring.

Our Hope Street Family Center School 1600 South Hope Street Los Angeles, CA 90015 seems to be 
experiencing an increase of violent behavior around the area (see below email). They also advised a parent 
of a child was pushed off a bike several weeks ago and their purse was taken, but unfortunately they did not 
want to report to police because they were an undocumented immigrant. 


Last Friday afternoon it was also reported to the hospital that a transient exited the hospital went out into 
the street and punched a mother in her face, who was with her patient child (while she was feeding the 
meter on Hope Street near the Emergency Dept.). 


It sounds like we are getting an increase of violent behavior by transients nearby (Overpass near Olive St. 
and 17 th ST, Overpass near Olive St. and Grand Blvd, Overpass across from 1624 S. Hope Street.) 


Vickie wanted to see if we could all meet to get this information to you so that extra patrols and focus in this 
area could occur. Also, she was wondering if we could do a couple of educational sessions (one with the 
parents of the children in the school and a second with the teachers and staff who work at the center who 
are afraid). 


The first step would be if we could all meet with Vickie to plan out the educational sessions. Does a 
particular day/time work better for each of you?

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The Industrial BID became the focal point for information regarding the City’s 
efforts to combat an outbreak of typhus in October. The BID hosted meetings 
for information not only to our stakeholders but to the wider DTLA community. 
We have continued hosting meetings every other week with City and County 
officials on their cleaning and rodent eradication efforts throughout the area. 
The City delivered 50 additional trash cans in our BID area. These are emptied 
twice daily by City Sanitation personnel.

George, I'd to clarity a couple of things. First, who witnessed Gina dumping her fecal matter 
onto the sidewalk? I'm looking into possible prosecution of this issue so it is imperative that you 
provide as many detail as available. Secondly, when you say there are sidewalk cleanings, you 
mean the BID is conducting these cleanings correct? I'm thinking the LAPD HOPE team maybe 
able to offer assistance if they can coordinate with the cleaning schedule.

We hope this email finds you well. We are writing to you on behalf of the community of Solano Canyon, located in Elysian 
Park, regarding ongoing noise pollution and repeated code violations of the Conditional Use Permit (CUP) for Dodger 
Stadium (see attached) and LAMC 112.01 (a)(b). 

The CUP stipulates the following requirements: 

3. (e) The control of lights, public address systems, and signs so as to prevent annoyance to occupants of 
adjacent properties; 

9. That all loudspeaker and public address systems utilized on the site shall be so modulated and directed that 
the sound emanating therefrom will not be detrimental to the occupants of adjacent properties. 

Per the Good Neighbor Laws pamphlet you handed out at the last community meeting you attended: 

Loud Noises from any musical instrument, stereo or other amplified device is prohibited if it interferes with 
someone’s peace and quiet. No sound should be audible more than 150 feet away from the boundary where it is 
being played. 

Increases in volume and frequency of amplified announcements, music, fireworks and even amplified crowd noise, have 
become extremely intrusive and disturbing for our community. 

We’ve made repeated overtures and had meetings with the Senior Vice President of External Affairs and Senior Manager 
of Government and Community Affairs with the Dodgers to address this issue among others but have been met 
with indifference or inaction. 


We have also reported violations to the Director of the Dept, of City Planning, filed complaints with the Dept, of Building & 
Safety, had meetings with the mayor and members of his team, had countless meetings with our Councilmember’s office 
and the police - all with unsatisfactory results and zero progress. 

We learned that the City Attorney handles complaints of this type from our Councilmember’s office. We also received 
some helpful information from your colleague Tia at a recent community meeting, who encouraged us to reach out to you 
directly, as our community falls within your jurisdiction. 

We would greatly appreciate the opportunity to meet with you to discuss further. Please let us know your thoughts and 
how best to proceed.

I am working on bringing in our Caltrans and CHP 
representatives. Suggest we go straight to a conference call to establish operation goals for outreach and removal. 

On 4/26/19 at approximately 1630hrs, myself and my partner Deocampo did a foot patrol of the 110 southbound 
pedestrian walkway and observed 17 active encampments in the area. Most of the encampments were located under the 
110 southbound freeway between the Amador St and Bishops Rd access. The transients had made large holes in the 
chain link fences that allow them to access the areas under the freeway. From our understanding, these encampments 
are on State property and not Rec&Parks property. Few of the transients were ones we have C&R or have cited before. 

Also, we assisted the Homeless Outreach Groups to these areas, and they have made contact with these encampments.
